'Persons of interesf 
sought in bombing 


BOSTON Congressional intelligence leaders 
said Sunday that authorities are pursuing “per- 
sons of interest” in the US. in connection with 
the Boston Marathon bombings, and asked 
for more help from Russian spy agencies. 

Congressman Mike Rogers (R-Mich.), the 
Republican chairman of the House of Repre- 
sentatives intelligence committee, said better 
cooperation from Russia was needed in Wash- 
ington’s probe of the two suspected bombers’ 
recent contacts and activities. 

Speaking on ABC’s “This Week,” Rogers 
said he believed that Tamerlan Tsarnaev, 26, 
the elder of two ethnic Chechen brothers 
suspected of carrying out the April 15 blasts, 
clearly changed during his visit to Russia in 
2012, becoming “radicalized.”

The breakout success of the Chicago rap 
scene last year— headlined by the buzz 
and controversy of Chief Keef— exposed 
America to new faces creating sounds 
unfamiliar to the current rap landscape. 
Played-out narratives of cars, women and 
money were replaced with introspective 
tales of family, friends and dangerous sur- 
roundings. 

Enter Chancelor Bennett of Chatham, 
who raps under the keep-it-simple-stupid 
moniker Chance the Rapper. With his 
2012 mixtape “#ioDAY, Bennett carved 
a very specific path that both takes part 
in and contrasts with the drill-scene ste- 
reotype of Chicago that is perpetuated 
throughout the rest of the country 

He has released a number of tracks from 
his mixtape ‘Acid Rap,” out Tuesday, and is 
fielding the kind of label bidding war that 
has come to define the modern rap scene. 
Young lyricists release a song or mixtape, 
exhibit a little Internet savvy and find 
themselves deluged with mainstream at- 
tention alarmingly quickly His unortho- 
dox rap style and nasal flow make him a 
standout, especially when com- 
pared to other rap acts on the 
rise like Joey BadA$$ and 
Casey Veggies, whose deliv- 
eries are more traditional. 

His growing stardom 
has expanded his reach to 
audiences and media out- 
side Chicago. 

“Chance had a lot of buzz 
last year,” says David Drake 
of Complex magazine. “But I 
definitely think there was maturity in his 
tracks like [new mixtape single] “Juice” 
that people outside the city bought 
into immediately. As soon as that video 
dropped, it seemed like interest in him 
just popped across the country In reality, 
there was a lot of groundwork— opening 
for Childish Gambino, building up local 
buzz. But I think people were waiting for 
him to deliver on the promise, and once 
that video appeared, it was game over.” 


RedEye sat down with the 20 -year-old 
rising rap superstar (who will be at Lolla 
this summer) to pick his brain about his 
performance style, his unusual influences 
and the state of Chicago hip-hop. 

I was in the crowd at your 
SXSW set. The performance 
was ... weird. Rap shows 
aren’t usuaiiy known for 
rambunctious energy 
and audience participa- 
tion past the usual tactic 
of pointing at the crowd and 
yelling, “Make some nooooise!” 
Why do you feel like rappers don’t 
feel the need to bring energy to stage 
performances? 

I think certain people aren’t into per- 
forming, honestly There are many aspects 
to being a musician and I think that some 
people don’t focus on [live performing] as 
much. I just happen to come from a back- 
ground where I grew up watching James 
Brown and Michael Jackson, Kanye West. 
Just a lot of musicians who have had a big 
stage presence, and that’s something I’ve 


always tried to make visible in my sets. 

I’ve noticed that you’re embracing your 
growing popularity through social 
media and things like showing up at high 
schools to meet fans. Is that something 
that’s important to you as a performer? 

I mean, the grassroots connection I 
have with my fans is something that I’ve 
wanted as a fan. I mean. I’ve never met 
Kanye. Eor me, it’s like every fan wants 
to meet their favorite artists and laugh 
and take pictures and talk. As soon as I 
got to a point where there were people 
I didn’t know who knew my music, and 
me, I wanted to meet them and break 
down barriers like the Internet. I’m a real 
person, you know? 

You’ve been outspoken about supporting 
other Chicago rappers, name-dropping 
them in songs and giving them shout- 
outs in interviews. Growing up here, I 
never saw local rappers really support- 
ing each other. Are Chicago rappers now 
more unified as a whole? 

Definitely The reason why Chicago 


music wasn’t succeeding back in the day 
is because there was no community Even 
more than that, there was no business be- 
hind it. Chicago rap shows used to consist 
of 15 acts. It’s a “showcase.” You have to 
pay to perform, you only get four minutes 
... it wasn’t legitimate. It was the radio 
too; the DJs didn’t want to play local mu- 
sic. The newspapers would call everyone 
a “local rapper,” and it took this new Chi- 
cago movement that started with Keef to 
change that. That’s why I’m always shout- 
ing him out. He came in and was the face 
of Chicago for a good amount of time and 
it made people take notice of the culture 
of Chicago, not just rap but the violence 
and the schools shutting down. 

How do those things and the culture of 
the city in general affect you as an artist? 
You’re a direct link to these kids; hell, you 
ARE one of these kids. They listen to your 
music. They wear the same clothes. 

It makes me want to watch what I say, you 
know? Not like censoring myself, but mak- 
ing sure what I say means something. Be it 
positive or negative, everything I say can 
have an influence on a group of people. Ev- 
erything going on in Chicago affects me as 
an artist, but it also affects me personally 
I’m from here. I live here. I just turned 20. 

I know a lot of dudes that didn’t. It’s cool 
because I get to sit up in this office and 
talk about it, but I can’t seriously explain 
to you how scary it is going into the sum- 
mer. Y)u know what it is when it gets hot 
in Chicago. A lot of kids don’t come back 
from summer break, you know? 

Have you personally experienced that? 

Yeah, man. I mean, I went to a good 
high school where a majority of the kids 
weren’t from the South Side or West Side, 
but grade school or middle school. You 
work a summer job and there are kids that 
don’t come back to work the next day 
This [bleep] is like this: If you live in Chi- 
cago, you know someone that got shot or 
died. That’s just how it is. A lot of places 
aren’t like that ... It’s really [bleeped] up.

to succeed at fashion school and inspires her 
brother, Sean (John Benjamin Hickey), to 
make a sacrifice of his own. 

Cathy’s big goal is to see her son, Adam

She pushes him to make his grades while 
pushing herself to hold on. Basso is a revela- 
tion this season, matching the power and 
dignity of Linney’s incredible performance. 

Cancer isn’t a subject ripe for comedy but 
“The Big C” always has managed to find hu- 
mor in tough, sad situations. With “Hereaf- 
ter,” creators Darlene Hunt and Jenny Bicks, 
Linney and the cast and crew continue to 
guide viewers through treacherous territory 
many people may refuse to consider. 

These final episodes overflow with love, 
compassion and one lesson we all can take to 
heart: Cathy lived. 

We may know how Cathy’s story ends, but 
her journey there is full of surprises.

Eddie McClintock waits 
for ‘Warehouse* renewal

The Syfy series “Warehouse 13” currently is not 
in production. But there’s still work to be done. 

Eddie McClintock, who plays investigator 
Pete Lattimer on the series, said in a recent 
telephone chat that “I’ve been working dili- 
gently on my Twitter and Facebook page to 
rally the troops for the coming premiere.” 

That premiere is at 9 p.m. Monday on Syfy, 
and it comes with as big a mystery as the su- 
pernatural ones the show looks into: Why 
hasn’t “Warehouse” been picked up for a fifth 
season? 

The run of episodes beginning Monday 
is, according to Syfy, a continuation of the 
show’s fourth season. The first part began in 
July 2012 and ran for 10 episodes before the 
show went on pause from October until now, 
when 10 more episodes will air. When the 
network ordered those 20 episodes, it said 
the first 10 would be the fourth season and 


the others would be saved, presumably for a 
fifth. Now it’s all one season. 

That could just be a money-saving move; if 
the latest run was counted as a fifth season, the 
cast was due a raise. But it remains confusing 
for viewers, who had a long wait between tele- 
casts, and the people making the show, who 
face uncertainty after several secure seasons. 

Monday’s telecast picks up where the se- 
ries left off, with a plague unleashed on the 
earth and warehouse supervisor Artie [Saul 
Rubinek] stabbed. The other members of the 
warehouse team will have to deal with those 
crises— but there are plenty more to come in 
the ensuing telecasts. 

“I feel like we’re still doing great work,” Mc- 
Clintock said. “I feel like there’s a lot more to 
be done with the show The dark tone that it 
took at the end {of last year’s telecasts] doesn’t 
overpower the premiere or the following epi- 
sodes.”
